8-38). 
(a1 Abraham (vv 8-10, 17-19) 
Abraham 
went

whither he went, but he knew that 
the Lord had spoken and that was 
enough. By faith he offered up Isaac 
believing that God was able to raise 
him up from the dead arid fulfill his 
promise that in Isaac the promised 
seed shnubf obtain, (b) Sarah through 
faith received 
strength to conceive 
seed when she was old. counting Mm 
faithful who had promised (vv. II. 12) 
(c) 
Jacob 
by 
faith 
pronounced 
J 
prophecy 
concerning 
Joseph’s 
sons 
(v. 21). 
By faith he penetrated the 
unseen 
and 
pronounced 
destinies 
which should be experienced by I hem 
both, 
(d) Joseph by faith foresaw 
the entrance of his people into the 
promised land and made them swear 
to carry his bones there for burial. 
for even his body must not be left 
behind in the land of judgment and 
death (v. 22). 
(o) Moses (vv. 23-28). 
Faith in the hearts of his 
parents 
caused them to disregard the king’s 
decree. 
Faith caused him to turn his 
bnek upon the honors of Egypt and 
identify himself 
with 
his 
enslaved 
brethren. 
III. Faith’s Grand Exemplar (12: 
I, 2). 
Christ taking upon himself human 
nature and passing through the trials 
of life to a triumphant goal is the 
supreme example for us. 
Those who 
fix their eyes upon him will (I) lay 
aside every weight.
